classification page on IRS.gov to see how they are 
classified. Independent contractors may be able to deduct 
business expenses, depending on tax limits and rules. It is 
important for taxpayers to keep records of their business 


expenses. 


Pay the right amount of taxes throughout the year: Gig 
economy workers who are not considered employees have 
two ways to cover their income taxes: 

¢ Submit a new From W-4 to their employer to have 

more income taxes withheld from their paycheck, if 
they have another job as an employee. 

¢ Make quarterly estimated tax payments to help pay 

their income taxes throughout the year, including self- 


employment tax.

Palm oil is the most 
widely used vegetable oil 
in the world, and is found 
in many Halloween candy 
treats. While palm oil is 
versatile, cheap and use- 
ful, the palm oil industry 
has in the past been large- 
ly unsustainable, destroy- 
ing forests and wildlife, as 
well as exploiting the lo- 
cal communities and work- 
ers in the tropical coun- 
tries where palm oil plan- 
tations operate. 

In recent years, environ- 
mentalists have pushed 
unsustainable palm oil 
plantations to be replaced 
by companies willing to 
provide a sustainable palm 
oil product. 

The movement for sus- 
tainable palm oil has gain- 


ed momentum over the 
past few years and many 
companies are turning the 
corner to improve the en- 
vironmental impact of 
palm oil farming. 

Principle policies and 
requirements to become a 
sustainable palm oil pro- 
vider have been set by the 
Roundtable on Sustainable 
Palm Oils (RSPO). They 
have comprised a certifi- 
cation system so that con- 
sumers will be able to 
identify which companies 
are complying with the 
standards set to become a 
sustainable palm oil pro- 
vider. The requirements 
for compliance include pro- 
hibiting the burning of 
land to clear it for palm oil 
production, 
ment of land for high con- 
servation value, and ob- 
taining land use permis- 
sion from neighboring com- 
munities.

Allegedly participated in Unite the Right’ rally in Virginia 
Amid controversy, Woburn Police 
Officer John Donnelly resigns

WOBURN — Embattled 
Woburn Police Officer 
John Donnelly tendered 
his resignation this week 
amidst a growing scan- 
dal over allegations the 
patrolman played “key 
security and planning 
roles” for the deadly 
“Unite the Right” rally in 
Charlottesville, Virginia. 

Monday night, Mayor 
Scott Galvin and Woburn 
Police Chief Robert Rufo 
Jr. announced they ac- 
cepted Donnelly’s resig- 
nation. 
_ “John Donnelly has re- 
signed from his position 
as patrol officer and is 
no longer employed by 
the Woburn Police De- 
partment. Donnelly sub- 
mitted a letter of resig- 
nation to Mayor Galvin 
and Chief Rufo on Mon- 
day, effective at 5 p.m., 
which was promptly ac- 
cepted,” the city leaders 
revealed in a prepared 
statement. 

“There is no place for 
hate in Woburn or in the 
ranks of the Woburn Po- 
lice Department. The Ci- 
ty of Woburn stands to- 
gether in its opposition 
to hate and violence, and 
we will emerge stronger 
as a community,” added 
Galvin, who last week 
vowed to terminate Don- 
nelly should an ongoing 
investigation find the ac- 
cusations against the of- 
ficer had merit. 

The 33-year-old’s depar- 
ture from the city’s po- 
lice force comes just 
days after the local po- 
lice chief discovered the 
patrolman attended the 
2017 rally and purported-

ly acted as a security 
guard for white national- 
ist leader Richard Spen- 
cer. 

Since news of the pat- 
rolman’s reported role in 
the rally-turned-deadly- 
riot broke, both Galvin 
and Rufo have denoun- 
ced the white nationalist 
movement behind the 
“Unite the Right” pro- 
test. 

The 2017 event, organ- 
ized to fight the remov- 
al of statues of Civil 
War Confederacy gener- 
als Robert E. Lee and 
Stonewall Jackson, was 
attended by neo-Nazis, 
the Ku Klux Klan, and 
other extremest groups. 

The gathering turned 
deadly when a neo-Nazi 
sympathizer rammed his 
car into a crowd of coun- 
ter-protesters and fatally 
injured a 32-year-old wo- 
man. Dozens of others 
were also injured in vio- 
lent clashes between ral- 
‘ly attendees and self-de- 
scribed “antifascists” who 
congregated to denounce 
the protest. 

As Rufo empathized in 
a prepared statement 
released to the Daily 
Times Chronicle on Mon- 
day night, Donnelly’s re- 
signation will have ab- 
solutely no impact on an 
ongoing internal affairs 
investigation into the of- 
ficer. 

The police chief also: 
again vowed to take 
steps to prevent the for- 
mer Woburn patrolman 
from ever again working 
within Massachusetts’ 
law enforcement agen- 
cies, should city investi- 
gators verify the allega- 
tions against him.

Ryan, besides review- 
ing all criminal cases 
which involved the for- 
mer police officer, is also 
notifying defendants who 
were arrested or investi- 
gated by Donnelly about 
the allegations. 

“Our office is now thor- 
oughly reviewing any 
pending or closed cases 
in which Officer Donnel- 
ly was involved. We will 
be issuing a discovery 
notice disclosing this 
matter to defense coun- 
sels on those cases. That 
notice has already been 
added to our publicly 
available list of officers 
subject to exculpatory 
evidence disclosure,” the 
district attorney stated 
last Friday.

I'm happy 
for us, of course, but more 
happy for my parents. I 
think it will be a proud 
moment for them to get to 
see both daughters going 
into the Hall of Fame on 
the same night,” said 
‘Lisa. “Laurie and I were 
always close. We fought 
like sisters, of course, but 
we also spent a lot of time 
‘together. She was two 
years older than me and I 
always looked ‘up to her 
_and basically wanted to 
do the things that she was 


doing. Laurie played soft- 
ball, so I played softball. 
That's just how it was.” 

“When I was in eighth 
grade and Wilmington 
High School won the state 
championship, I remem- 
ber being there and think- 
ing that I hoped it would 
be me soon. Then the next 
year being able to play on 
the team and win it again, 
was surreal. I loved play- 
ing those two years with 
Laurie. It was nice com- 
ing in as a freshman and 
having an older sister. It 
can be intimidating as a 
freshman on varsity but 
because I already knew 
some of her friends it 
made it easier for me. All 
the upperclassmen were 
very nice to me.” 

If you go through the his- 
tory of WHS Softball, cer- 
tainly Lisa MacKenzie is 
one of the top three catch- 
ers to ever play, joining 
fellow Hall of Famers 
Judy O'Connell and 
Jackie Rubino, who both 
played at Merrimack 
College after high school. 
MacKenzie started all 
four years, was a four- 
time league _ all-star 
between two years each in 
the Merrimack Valley 
Conference and Cape Ann 
League. 

That 1994 season will 
always stand out for Lisa 
for many reasons. She not 
only was a freshman on 
the team, but took over 
such an important posi- 
tion, while catching one of 
the state's best pitcher at 
the time, fellow Hall of 
Famer Adrienne Fay. Lisa 
was excellent defensively,

Then in the state cham- 
pionship game, a 5-4 dra- 
matic win over Mount 
Greylock Regional, she 
went 3-for-3 at the plate, 
and also made the heroic 
final play of the game,

MacKenzie applied the 
tag and the team celebrat- 
ed as champions.

It was just a per- 
fect way to win a state 
championship game.

That season she batted 
519 with 25 RBI, while 
scoring 27 runs. She also 
threw out all but one run- 
ner trying to steal.

She calls the 
pitches, she knows their 
strengths and weaknesses 
and she has handled all 
four of them thus far very, 
very well. And working 
with four different pitch- 
ers is not easy,” said 
Lyman in that same ‘97 
article. 
_ She was asked about 
how she developed into 
such a great defensive 
catcher. 

“T feel like back when I 
was a kid, the way we got 
better was just to play. We 
didn't really have a lot of 
camps and private lessons 
like the kids do now,” she 
said. “I think once I was 
in middle _ school, it 
became clear that I was 
going to be a catcher so 
that's what I was. We 
played a lot of summer 
softball during those 
years so I think that real- 
ly helped to get me ready 
for high school. 

“I started calling pitches 


my freshman year. I'm 
not sure why initially the 
coaches had the confi- 
dence in me, but they did. 
You have to remember 
that year Adrienne Fay 
was our pitcher. She made 
my job easy. She could lit- 
erally hit any spot that I 
called for low and outside 
and the next pitch high 
and inside. It didn't mat- 
ter what I called or where 
I wanted it, she hit my 
glove. Because of how 


good she and the rest of 


the team were, it took 
pressure off me and 
allowed me to just play. 
And I learned a lot my 
freshman year.” 

Obviously her No. 1 
sport was softball, but 
Lisa also made two other 
varsity sports as a fresh- 
man with field hockey and 
basketball. She played 
field hockey for one sea- 
son, and ended up also 
competing in volleyball 
and was a member of the 
cheerleading team the 
other years. She played 
basketball for three years 
and ran indoor track the 
other. On the basketball 
court, she was a three- 
year starter who played 
the small forward posi- 
tion. She was named to 
the Cape Ann League All- 
Conference team as a jun- 
ior, helping the. 'Cats 
reach the state tourna- 
ment. 

“With the other varsity 
sports I played in addition 
to softball, I remember 
having fun with my team- 
mates and making new 
friendships. With Field 
Hockey, I only played 
because Laurie did. I just 
copied whatever she did. 
My junior year I didn't 
have a fall sport so I knew 
a few of the cheerleaders 
and decided to give it a 
whirl. We had a lot of 
fun,” she said. 

After high school, Lisa 
went on to play softball at 
Endicott College and had 
a terrific career there, 


converting to a shortstop. 
Today she teaches second 
grade in the Stoneham 
School system, is working 
towards her master's 
degree, while she and Scot 
are proud parents of three 
children, Kelci, Lily and 
Bode. 

“My three kids play 
sports so they keep us 
busy. Both my girls played 
softball growing up and 
Lily now plays for WHS. 
It's pretty cool to go sit at 
the same field we played 
at all those times. She 
also plays hockey for the 
high school and Kelci is a 
WHS cheerleader. My son 
plays hockey and lacrosse 
and maybe in a few years 
he'll be wearing a WHS 
uniform as well,” said 
Lisa. 

Until then, it's Mom's 
turn to shine. In a few 
weeks she will be inducted 
as one of the best athletes 
to ever compete at WHS, 
and for that she is so 
grateful to so many peo- 
ple who made it possible. 

“I'd like to thank those 
on the committee. It real- 
ly is an honor. Thank you 
to all the coaches along 
the way and a big thanks 
to my parents. My father 
would always put in the 
time with us when we 
were young. He was 
always our softball coach 
growing up. He was just a 
little. tougher on his own 
daughters than the other 
girls on the team but I 
think if we played for any 
other coach we wouldn't 
have ended up being the 
shortstop and catcher on 
a state championship 
team.

By JAMIE POTE 
Sports Editor 
jamiepote@hotmail.com 
There's roughly 150 ath- 
letes who have been 
inducted into the 
Wilmington High School 
Athletic Hall of Fame, and 
none of them. have accom- 
plished two unique things 
that newly inductee Mark 
Boudreau did back during 

his playing days. 

From the Class of 1981, 
Boudreau was a standout 
three-sport athlete 


excelling in football as a 
halfback and safety, in 
hockey as a forward and 
then with track-and-field, 
mostly as a sprinter and a 
jumper mostly in the 100, 
the 440-yard relay and the 


long jump. 
He had a number of 
accomplishments, both 


individually and as part of 
teams with those three 
sports, but none more 
impressive than being a 
freshman on the hockey 
team and scoring five 
goals in one game, includ- 
ing a natural hat trick 
with three goals in the 
first period. Then during 
his junior year, he ran 
back three blocked punts 
for touchdowns, all in the 
first half in a game 
against Austin Prep. 

It's been over 40 years 
since he put on the foot- 
ball pads, laced up the 
skates and put on his run-

ning shoes, and Boudreau 
said some memories are 
understandably _ foggy, 
just like this thoughts 
were when he was told 
that he would be part of 
this 2022 induction class. 

“I got a phone call and I 
was just floored and did- 
n't know what to say. I 
know a good friend of 
mine nominated me, so 
it's just weird,” he said. 

Boudreau is one of three 
children, with his sister 
Sharon and brother Paul. 
Paul is 15 months older 
than Mark and_ also 
played hockey. Mark said 
that he always enjoyed 
tagging along with the 
bigger kids, whether in 
neighborhood games or in 
youth hockey. 

As a freshman, then 
head coach Ken Palm 
selected Boudreau as well 
as teammates’ Ricky 
Ballou and Dennis Foley 
as three rookie players 
who made the 1977-1978 
team. Boudreau made his 
presence felt throughout 
the season including scor- 
ing 14 goals that season. 
Two came against Central 
Catholic and then five 
came against Dracut late 
in the season. The first 
two came 24 seconds 
apart to start the first 
period. He netted one 
more late in the first 
before adding two more in 
the third. 

That performance, also 
earned him a nickname, 
which should present 
itself to be a funny 
moment come November 
5th when he is officially 


inducted. 

“T got a nickname from 
my freshman year, 
“Stewey”. Jimmy Stewart 
(The Hall of Fame Master 
of Ceremonies) was the 
Most Athletic Senior of 
the school that year and 
one of the hockey games I 
scored five goals and my 
teammates started called 
me “Stewey” and it just 
kind of stuck,” said 
Boudreau with a laugh. 

The Wildcat hockey 
team had success over 
Boudreau's four years. As 
a junior, the team finished 
13-5-1 and just missed out 
on the playoffs. As a sen- 
ior, the ‘Cats were 10-3-4, 
and went on to beat 
Lexington, 5-4 in a dra- 
matic overtime win which 
included Boudreau scor- 
ing a goal, before losing to 
an extremely powerful 
Matignon team, 10-0. That 
season, Boudreau finished 
with 14 goals and 11 
assists. 

While he was known for 
putting the puck in the 
net, he was also known for 
missing some ice time for 
other reasons. 

“I was told that during 
my junior and senior sea- 
sons, I led the team in 
scoring and also penalty 
minutes,” he said with a 
laugh. “After you play 
football, and you get into 
hockey, you're kind of hit- 
ting people a little bit 
more than normal. After I 
graduated, Coach (Bill) 
Cullen and (former 
Athletic Director) Jimmy 
Gillis said the referees 
had to call all of these

penalties on me because I 
was playing like a college 
hockey (player) in high 
school. I did spend a lot of 
time in the penalty box 
which didn't make my 
father too happy.” 

One of Boudreau's team- 
mates back then was cur- 
rent WHS Boys Hockey 
coach Steve Scanlon, who 
said that Boudreau really 
made an impact in all of 
his sports, not just on the 
ice. 

“Mark was a tough kid 
and a physical player. He 
was the same way as a 
football player too. He 
made the varsity hockey 
team as a _ freshman 
which was unheard of 
back then. He had heavy 
shot and was a powerful 
skater. You could always 
could count on him to be 
battling out front and in 
the corners. He was a 
team first player and a 


good teammate,” said 
Scanlon. 
Boudreau ended up 


earning 11 varsity letters, 
with four each in track 
and hockey, and three in 
football. Although under- 
sized at 5-foot-7 inches 
and 180 pounds, Boudreau 
was also a part of some 
successful football teams, 
including the 1978 team 
finishing 6-3, the 1979 
team finishing 6-21 and 
then in 1980, the team fin- 
ished 5-5. 

Throughout those three 
years, he played alongside 
many outstanding players 
including Hall of Famers 
Matt Phillips and David 
Woods, as well as quarter-

served as the Assistant 
Superintendent here in 
Wilmington before becom- 
ing the Superintendent of 
Schools in Newburyport. 

After that, Riley worked 
his way to WHS and 
spending time as a stu- 
dent-teacher, he was intro- 
duced to Pimental, which 
kick started the first stint 
as an assistant. 

“Obviously I have to give 
a lot of credit to Mike 
Pimental. His nomination 
to (this year's Wilmington 
High School Athletic) Hall 
of Fame is so_ well 
deserved and I'm so 
happy for him,” said 
Riley. “The guys who 
stepped in and helped 
maintain that success 
(after Pimental left) did it 
for as long as they could. 
Guys like Joel McKenna, 
Evan Walsh and Pete 
Mitchell. Pete has new 
commitments and he was 
really struggling with try- 
ing to make that work this 
year as a head coach so I 
thought this was my time 
to take it. Hopefully I can 
help the program and 
bring it back to where it 
once was.” 

Before Pimental, no 
Wilmington team had ever 
had a winning season, 
nevermind have _ great 
post-season success. 
Pimental won 194 matches 
in 19 years, while he 
coached 23 Cape Ann 


League Champions, 17 
sectional Champions, 8 
State champions, 1 All- 
State Champion and 1 
New England Finalist. 

McKenna finished with 
an 69-88 record over seven 
years which included four 
league and four sectional 
winners, as well as seven 
wrestlers placing at the 
state meet. He also 
coached two grapplers, 
Joe Ganley and Shane 
Penney, who finished their 
careers with 114 and 107 
wins, respectively. 

Evan Walsh served as an 
interim coach in the weird 
'COVID' season, compil- 
ing a 4-6 season. Mitchell 
guided last year's team to 
a remarkable 9-6-1 record, 
despite having just 12 or 
wrestlers all season, and 
because of injuries and 
sicknesses, forfeiting a lot 
of weight classes in 
meets, including five at 
the Division 3 sectionals. 
The team finished eighth 
at the sectionals, which 
included two champions, 
Luke Vitale and Julien 
Cella. 

Eight seniors have since 
graduated from last 
year's team, leaving sev- 
eral holdovers with expe- 
rience including Cella and 
Dempsey Murphy, but 
Ingram said that 18 kids 
have signed-up, which is a 
great sign. 

“I'm excited for this and

Someone else _ blocked 
them and I was in the 
right place at the right 
time. One of them I 
remember I had to wait 
for - it was up in the air so 
high, I had to stand under- 
neath it,” said Boudreau. 

Mark was known for his 
physical style and quick- 
ness in both football and 
hockey, and during the 
spring seasons, he was 
just quick - really quick 
as a member of the track- 
and-field team. 

“I never really played 
baseball growing up. I 
usually played hockey in 
the spring so I ran track.

Mr. Kelley was just a 
super, super great guy.” 

After high — school, 
Boudreau went to college 
for two years and then 
was employed by Pepsi- 
Cola for 30 years between 
working in sales and as a 
bulk delivery driver. 
During his time there, he 
was lobstering in 
Gloucester and did that 
for five years before sell- 
ing the business, his boat 
and gear. He now works at 
a scrap yard for a demoli- 
tion company as_ the 
Office and Yard Manager. 

“T never in a million 
years thought I'd work at 
a scrap yard but it's real- 
ly interesting,” he said. 

He currently lives in 
Gloucester with his wife 
Kathy. Come November

Over the last few sea- 
sons, the Wildcat offense 
was led by Alyssa 
Granara, who during her 
four-year career deposit- 
ed 44 goals and fell just 
seven points away from 
breaking the program's 
all-time scoring mark. 

She graduated this past 
June, leaving a big hole in 
the attacking third. That 
hole seems to be patched 
up thanks to a group of 
players, including senior 
Ella Wingate and junior 
Ali Ganley, and then the 
MacDonald sister duo, 


junior Molly and fresh- 
man Cate. Thus far this 
season, Molly has three 
goals and three assists 
and Cate has three goals 
and one assist. The two 
work extremely well 
together which is a bit odd 
since they really never 
played on the same team 
before. 

"It's interesting and so 
weird having Cate out 
there because we had 
never played together," 
said Molly. "We're two 
years apart so we never 
had the opportunity to 
play together. I love play- 
ing beside her. This isn't a 
sister intuition kind of 
thing, but I feel like it's 
easier to predict what 
she's going to do. I've 
seen her grow up and play 
a certain way, so I feel 
like I know what she's 
going to do and I can 
anticipate that, and react 
to what she's going to be 
doing." 

Cate made an immedi- 
ate impact in her first 
varsity game.

Cate followed that per- 
formance up with two 
goals in the team's 5-0 win 
over Wakefield. Then it 
was Molly's turn with sin- 
gle goals against 
Stoneham and Melrose. 
She also picked up one 
last week against 
Wakefield. 

“T really like playing 
with Molly. We had never 
played together and it's a 
lot different because we 
can both predict what the 
other one is going to do 
seeing each other play for 
so long,” said Cate. “I 
think (Molly) is really 
good. She is super fast, 
she has an amazing left 
foot and mentally, she 
always knows what to do. 
If the ball is not where she 
is, she knows where to 
move to and she's just 
really good at that.” 

Already this season - 
and this calendar year - 
Molly has emerged as a 
terrific multi-sport ath- 
lete. She was a big key in 
the spring track team's 
state championship title 
(the ‘Cats won the meet 
by .2 points), being a part 
of the fourth place 4x100 
relay team, while taking 
fifth in the javelin (97-07).

javelin, on the soccer 
field, it's her cannon of a 
shot. 

“Molly is very strong, 
very fast and she can 
crush it with her left foot 
which is incredible,” said 
Hendee., “She likes going 
down the left side of the 
field and hitting it with 
her left foot. I told her 
that if she can just add (a 
move) where she pulls the 
ball back and hits it with 
her right foot, so she gets 
the defenders off balance 
and they don't know what , 
you're going to do (she'll 
improve a great deal).

Wildcats score 28 unanswered points 


Incredible second half 
comeback falls just short 


By JAMIE POTE 
Sports Editor 
jamiepote@hotmail.com 
BURLINGTON - If you 
have that 'the glass is 
half-empty outlook', than 
you can easily point out 
that the Wilmington High 
School Football team 
trailed Burlington by 34 
points just 4:04 into the 

third quarter. 

If you have 'the glass is 
half-full’ outlook, what 
you saw in the fourth 
quarter was pretty incred- 
ible. The 'Cats, without a 
win this season and trail- 
ing by five touchdowns, 
made an incredible come- 
back, scoring the game's 
last four touchdowns to 
. cut the deficit to six points 

with 33 seconds left. A last 
second onside kick was 
recovered by the Red 
Devils, who escaped a 
complete second half col- 


lapse with a 41-35 victory. | 


Wilmington (0-6) could 
have easily packed it in 
for the night - and for the 
season - but didn't. 
Instead they picked up the 
pieces and scored several 
long touchdowns to crawl 
back ‘into the game, still 
against the Red Devils' (3- 
3) first string defense. 

While the wins may not 
be there, certainly charac- 
ter, heart and desire was 
displayed by the entire 
‘Cats team. 

“Proud of the way our 
kids fought in this game 
until the end. To be down 
41-7 at one point in the 
third and then to have had 
a chance at the end says a 
lot about the character of 
the group,” said head 
coach Craig Turner. “I 
thought our older guys 
really played their tails 
off, I challenged them last 
week and made no secrets 
about it. We needed better 
from our seniors and jun- 
iors and I think aside from 
the obvious slow start, 
those kids responded and 
played with a great deal of 
effort and heart so it’s 
hard not to be happy with 
the effort and attitude.” 

This game featured 11 
touchdowns and 945 yards 
of total offense. 
Burlington finished with 
480 yards, including 301 in 
the air as quarterback 
Anthony Gerrior. connect- 
ed on ll-of-14 passes for 
301 yards: and had three 
touchdown passes to Ryan 
Brooks for 46 yards, John 
Melo from 19 yards out 
and Charlie Hanafin on a 
51-yard strike. 

“Obviously the second- 
ary struggles continue but 
as much as you can look 
at the secondary and 
blame them for giving up 
some of those big passes, I 
think you have to look 
towards our front seven as 
well,” said Turner.

Throwing it more 
and on early downs will 
open up our running 
game. So I expect that to 
continue to improve.” 

The 'Cats climb up hill 
doesn't get any easier 
over the next two weeks, 
hosting Stoneham this 
Friday before going to 
Wakefield a week from 
Friday.

It’s not every day busi- 
ness conglomerates file 
court paperwork arguing 
their industry is slowly 
dying and then wage a 
years-long battle to prove 
that contention. 

But as acknowledged by 
Woburn’s City Council late 
this summer, when the city 
officials agreed to settle a 
five-year-old court case 
against National Amuse- 
ments subsidiary NAI En- 
tertainment . Holdings, 
lawyers representing the 
city’s Showcase Cinemas 
complex had convincingly 
made just that argument to 
a land court judge. 

As a result, City Solicitor 
Ellen Callahan-Doucette, 
worried the municipality 
was on the verge of losing 
the case, urged Woburn offi- 
cials to sanction an out-of- 
court settlement that would 
allow the landowner to 
shave off a sizable 26-acre 
section of its land holdings 
for a potential life sciences 
redevelopment. 

“The City Council was 
advised by the city solicitor 
that she believes a judge 
would be sympathetie with 
the standing of NAI in re- 
gards to changes to their 
business model and the in- 
dustry as a whole,” ex- 
plained Ward 4 Councilor 
Joseph Demers, who repre- 
sents residents who reside 
by the theatre complex and 
the city’s Cental Square 
area. 

“I think this is the right 
thing to do because it gives 
[us] later input into what 
can go in that area,” later 
agreed council counterpart 
Charles Viola during that 
same August gathering in 
Woburn City Hall. 

For many who recall the 
Middlesex Canal Parkway 
complex’s heyday, when 
thousands of moviegoers 
fought every weekend for 


parking spaces and theatre 
tickets at the 2,900-seat facil- 
ity, it is difficult to imagine 
just how bad business has 
gotten over the past decade. 

But according to Na- 
tional Amusements, not 
only had its theatre spaces 
in recent years been resized 
to accommodate 2,000 fewer 
patrons, but based on cur- 
rent attendance trends, the 
Woburn site technically re- 
quired only a fraction of the 
1,000-plus parking spaces 
that existed on the commer- 
cial parcel. 

“Over the past several 
years and a result of market 
forces, the number of seats 
at the cinema has been re- 
duced to approximate 880,” 
NAI Entertainment officials 
stated in their original 2017 
land court complaint. 
“Based on 900 seats and a 
staffing of 30 employees at 
the peak shift, the cinema 
use would require 330 park- 
ing spaces to comply [with 
the city’s zoning ordi- 
nances].” 

Settled out of court, 
Woburn’s recent decision in- 
volving the movie theatre 
subdivision by the Burling- 
ton line just might be a har- 
binger of things to come for 
an already struggling film 
industry that was hit spec- 
tacularly hard by COVID-19. 

Prior to the pandemic, a 
handful of celebrated 
“lifestyle center” redevelop- 
ments, such as Somerville’s 
Assembly Row project, had 
been viewed as perfect for a 
cinema revival due to the 
mixed-use space’s “live, 
shop, and play” philosophy. 

Specifically, in a moder- 
ately successful attempt to 
attract new customers dur- 
ing the era of home stream- 
ing services, __ theatre 
operators had begun to cap- 
ture shoppers at lifestyle 
centers by building new bou- 
tique-style screening rooms 
with luxury dining and alco- 
hol service amenities.

Looking to expand its 
or entertainment 
components, National De- 
velopment, which manages 
Lynnfield’s open-air Market- 
Street shopping center,

The now settled 2017 land court case re- 
volved around the City Council’s denial of a 
special permit that would have allowed NAI 
Holdings to subdivide its approximate 37.3- 
acre lot overlooking 1-95. 

That council denial in turn hinged upon 
a series of court decisions dating back to 
1989 and the industry’s boom-times, when 


National Amusements 
sought to expand the size 
of its original eight-screen 
to include four additional 
screening rooms and an 
adjacent shopping center _ , 
and hotel. 

Ultimately, the council, 
convinced the expansion 
plan would cause traffic 
havoc and give rise to a 
multitude of other new neighborhood distur- 
bances, rejected that special permit appli- 
cation. But two years later, a land court 
judge on appeal overturned that denial and 
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ordered the city to con- 
sider the adoption of miti- 
gation measures to offset 
those impacts. 

What resulted, besides 
Showcase Cinemas’ 
. pledges to improve site 
drainage capabilities and 
institute offset traffic fixes, 
was the approval of an- 
other key concession by 
the petitioner to “not build upon, develop, 
and/or make any other use of the site...ex- 
cept as and for a movie theatre or cinema 
and motor vehicle parking lot.” 


For veteran city officials like Ward 2 
Councilor Richard Gately, who this summer 
was the lone person to vote against the set- 
tlement deal, NAI Entertainment - which 
had no problem with that condition when 
ticket sales were booming - should not be 
freed from the special permit stipulation 
now that times were hard. 

“They made an agreement with us in 
order to put those buildings in up there... 
end of story,” said the South End official. 
“It was a war to get that thing in there and 
promises were made. And when you make 
a promise, you should keep that promise.”

completion of interactive trainin 


WILMINGTON — 43 Wil- 
mington police officers 
recently completed in- 
teractive, scenario-based 
training, Wilmington Po- 
lice Chief Joseph Des- 
mond and Middlesex 
Sheriff Peter J. Koutou- 
jian announced this week. 

The training — facilitat- 
ed by the Middlesex Sher- 
iff’s Office (MSO) — was 
conducted Sept. 26-30 in 
Wilmington. 

Utilizing the MSO’s 
Mobile Training Center 
(MTC), Wilmington offi- 
cers were put through a 
series of video-based sce- 
narios focused on the 
effective use of de-escala- 
tion skills, as well as re- 
sponses to disturbances 
and active shooter inci- 
dents. Following each sce- 
nario, Wilmington PD 
trainers and officers dis- 
cussed and assessed the 
responses. 

“We are grateful to have 
the opportunity for such 
advanced training through 
the Middlesex Sheriff’s Of- 
fice,” said Chief Desmond. 
“The scenario-based tech- 
nology gives our officers 
the ability to combine all

aspects of their training in 
real world situations which 
is often difficult to repli- 
cate in traditional training 
environments.” 

“Each day, members of 
the MSO work with law 
enforcement partners to 
enhance public safety 
across our 54 cities and 
towns,” said Sheriff Kou- 
toujian. “By working with 
Chief Desmond to facili- 
tate this interactive, sce- 
nario-based training, we 
are helping officers in Wil-

Regarding the superin- 
tendent goals for 2022-2024, 
Brand included the guide- 
lines from the Department 
of Education and his four 
suggested goals which 
would. encompass a cul- 
ture and climate assess- 
ment in all schools; strate- 
gic planning; unpacking the 
equity audit; and improv- 
ing school community com- 
munication. 

Jay Samaha noted that 
the goals all seemed to be 
forward-looking. Melissa 
Plowman suggested adding 
a goal to incorporate track- 
ing the implementation 
of the recommendations 


from the middle school 
program review. 

Brand’s final update re- 
garded the fiscal year 2024 
budget calendar, which he 


said was well underway in ~ 
._planning. Bryson asked if 


the committee could meet 
with the Finance Commit- 
tee ahead of their usual 
March budget meeting. 

In public comment, the 
first resident shared a 
story about the crucial role 
that Sylvia Mendez played 
in the Brown v. Board of 
Education case as an ex- 
ample of important stories 
from history that should be 
taught, in an effort to help 
students identifying as His- 
panic and Latino be sup- 
ported. 

The second commenter 
mentioned that while 
ALICE training had been 
implemented in schools, he 
noticed that a lot of door- 
knobs at the Shawsheen 
Street School don’t have 
locks but do have connect- 
ing doors to the classroom 
next door, which isn’t ideal 
in a lockdown situation. 

One commenter, on be- 
half of those protesting for 
a fair wage for the town’s 
educational assistants, 
shared the opinion that 
they felt disrespected hav- 
ing to wait two hours into 
the meeting to comment. 

The last resident expres- 
sed frustration as an edu- 
cational assistant at the 
Wildwood School around 
not knowing how the school 
will pan out along with not 
being paid enough. 

M.J. Byrnes was nomi- 
nated and confirmed to be 
Wilmington’s representa- 
tive at the annual MASC 
convention. The commit- 
tee agreed to approve res- 
olutions on sanctuary laws 
for trans students and 
schools fund, but held the 
rest for comment, taking 


no action on two of them. 

They proposed an am- 
endment for the resolution 
on receivership that it be 
changed to no more than 
five years, and voted in fa- 
vor of the resolution about 
the membership on the 
Board of Elementary and 
Secondary Education. 

Subcommittee reports 
included updates on up- 
coming WEF fundraisers: 
the WEF Walk. and Cards 
for a Cause. 

Samaha mentioned the 
recent Equity Subcommit- 
tee meeting where they 
began taking apart the 
data from the Equity 
Audit, and David Rags- 
dale said the Policy Sub- 
committee had discussed 
the transportation policy 
in their recent meeting. 

Their next meeting is 
scheduled for Nov. 9 at 7 
p.m. 
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Committee discusses value of 
Wildwood renovation vs rebuild 
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would need to be done 
from a renovation stand- 
point. 

David Ragsdale also 
added that they wouldn’t 
be creating new spaces, 
only replacing impaired 
utilities and other things 
of that nature. He restat- 
ed that the option cho- 
sen should need to pro- 
vide adequate space for 
staff and students for 5-7 
years. 

Melissa Plowman men- 
tioned some of the sug- 
gestions made at the 
Wildwood Building Com- 
mittee Meeting to cut 
cost such as foregoing 
the new sprinkler system. 
. “I struggle to consider 

- options that cut corners 
like that,” she said. 

She wanted to see the 
committee consider the 
fragility of Wildwood 
students and the equity 
issues created in scatter- 


ing them across town 
now as they evaluate the 
remaining options. She 
asked Brand to seek 
feedback from the Wild- 
wood staff. 

Plowman also said that 
she viewed this cost as 
part of the new building 
cost and not an extra 
cost. She suggested that 
the MSBA partnership 
may assuage concerns so 
that they can consider 
options better than just 
the cheapest one. 

Turner pointed out that 
the town hasn’t made ne- 
cessary maintenance at 
the Wildwood School for 
a number of years think- 
ing that it would soon be 
torn down, which has 
saved the town some 
amount of money over 
time. 

Chair Dr. Jenn Bryson 
wondered how Brand 
would be receiving feed- 
back from Wildwood tea- 
chers and administra- 


tion. Brand mentioned 
that he had met with the 
Wildwood teachers and 
admin earlier that day. 
He also assured the com- 
mittee that the MSBA 


process is moving for- 


ward with school consol- 
idation in mind. 

Lastly, Plowman asked 
how long the options 
would take to put into 
place, as this could influ- 
ence the committee’s 
decision. Brand confirm- 
ed a timeline ending in 
2024. In the meantime, he 
said the district would 
assess resources neces- 
sary as the Wildwood 
students and programs 
remain spread out in 
three buildings for the 
next school year. 

However, he suggested 
that there would be room 
for preparation ahead of 
a Town Meeting vote 
which would move the 
timeline up by up to half 
of a school year. 


Senior Center, town hall/school 


admin building projects costly 
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would be $36,880,766. 

So far, for both projects, 
they reported that they 
have expended less than 
half of the feasibility 
study appropriations. Pal- 
lotta also mentioned that 
there were videos made on 
the existing conditions 
and limitations at the Ro- 
man House, Town Hall, 
and Arts Center buildings 
where town hall and school 
administration employees 
currently work. 

Byrnes asked how they 
wouldn’t be cutting down 
on parking spots for stu- 
dents at the high school. 
O’Brien answered with a 
count of 150-160 students 
using the parking lot for 
the high school and zoning 
by-law requiring this buil- 
ding to have 140. There 
would be 53 spaces added 
to the current lot, totaling 
300 parking spots. There 
would also 40 more park- 
ing spots available on top 
of the hill. 


With respect for the work 
done here, Jay Samaha 
expressed hesitation about 
replacing the town hall 
considering the various 
states of the town’s five 
other elementary schools. 

“Y’m sure the Roman 
House needs to be re- 
placed... not sure about 
the town hall,” he said. 

Turner maintained that 
the town needs to be ready 
to see both projects move 
forward, along with the 
next elementary school as 
soon as the Wildwood is 
done. 

“Clearly, we have a long- 
term, significant need to 
fix the buildings our chil- 
dren are in,” he said. “I 
don’t think we can be 
thinking in terms of ‘either 
or’” 

He suggested that there 
would be impact and cost 
to the town should they 
vote no on the new town 
hall/school admin building 
funding on Nov. 19 at the 
special Town Meeting. 

Hooper agreed that the 


town’s schools are just as 
important as these two 
projects and need to be 
consolidated or updated to 
serve the town’s students. 
He hoped it would be a 
comfort knowing that these 
would be paid for using the 
town’s tax levy. 

Byrnes restarted her 
opinion that Wilmington’s 
children are the priority 
for building projects. 

David Ragsdale shared 
he could understand that 
people had differing opin- 
ions over the priorities of 
schools and other build- 
ings. He urged the town to 
start moving on these pro- 
jects before the buildings 
get any worse. 

Pallotta thanked the 
School Committee’s repre- 
sentatives for their work 
on the building committees 
— Turner and Fennelly — 
and Director of Adminis- 
tration and Finance Paul 
Ruggiero for his involve- 
ment, as well.

Does ‘Halloween Ends’ finally mean it’s over?

. OK, so we knew there 
was going to be an ending. 
We just didn't know there'd 
be, like, six endings. 

Honestly, after a while I 
stopped keeping count of 
each time I thought "Hal- 
loween Ends," ballyhooed 
as the final, no-really-we- 
mean-it-final installment of 
the "Halloween" saga that 
began with John Carpen- 
ter's 1978 classic — or at 
least for star and producer 
Jamie Lee Curtis — was fin- 
ished. Was it when she does 
this? When he does that? 
When that other person 
comes in? In my notebook I 
kept writing, "It ends with... 
"But then some other crazy 
thing happened. 

~ As for whether this 
kitchen-sink approach to 
narrative resolution will 
bother you, well, that de- 
‘pends on what you came for. 

Did you want closure in a 
satisfyingly coherent way? 
That's not what you'll get. 
Did you want to see Curtis 
in one more (we think) 
badass performance as 
durable Laurie Strode, 


whom she's been playing for 
some 45 years? You'll get 
that. Did you want to see 
more gore and guts, with a 
disturbingly creative scene 
involving a record 
turntable? You'll get that, 
too. 

Actually, the turntable — 
can we repeat that this 
scene is disturbing? — is 
rather a concerning 
metaphor here, because it 
implies something that may 
slow down but never fully 
stop. And that's the uneasy 
feeling we get at the end as 
we leave Strode, her masked 
nemesis Michael Myers and 
the other residents of Had- 
donfield, Illinois, (a town in 
which, if we can digress for 
a second, the real estate val- 
ues must be in the tank by 
now given the body count, 
but somehow people stay?) 
Can we really trust this will 
finally be it? 

In any case, nobody can 
seem to quit Haddonfield, 
least of all Strode, so it is 
there, once more, that we 
begin this third installment 
of the trilogy by David Gor- 
don Green, which was 
meant to follow directly 
from the original, ignoring 


all the intervening sequels 
and reboots. In case you 
missed any, there's a handy 
recap from Strode herself, 
as narrator. But first, we 
witness a harrowing prelude 
in which another babysitter 
gets into trouble on Hal- 
loween night, this time in 
2019 — not a girl but a boy, 
Corey (Rohan Campbell). A 
few hours after his cheerful 
arrival, the young boy he's 
minding is dead and Corey's 
being taken away by the au- 
thorities. 

Was the horrible event 
an accident or intentional? 
When we meet Corey again, 
he is out free but a shadow 
of his former self. Strode, 
meanwhile, has bought a 
new home, is writing a 
memoir, and is aiming to 
move on (but not out, at 
least not out of Haddon- 
field.) "It's been four years 
since I last saw my mon- 
ster," she tells us. "So here I 
am, a survivor attempting 
to share my story and find 
healing." 

Strode, whom we see typ- 
ing out her thoughts a la 
Carrie Bradshaw, spouts a 
bunch -of psycho-babble 
about individual responsibil-

ity to resist evil, which com- 
ing from anyone but Curtis 
would sound utterly absurd 
— but her resourceful pres- 
ence has been the main rea- 
son to watch this franchise 
since her first babysitting 
gigs in 1978. In any case, 
theories about finding 
strength in making peace 
with one's fears sound fine, 
until one is facing a huge 
masked guy with a bloody 
carving knife in the kitchen 
— or so it would seem: 
Strode is now living with 
her granddaughter, Allyson 
(a lovely Andi Matichak), 
now a nurse, who tragically 
lost her parents to the 
Boogeyman, aka Myers. 
Allyson also yearns to move 
on from tragedy (but not 
from Haddonfield!) and 
when she meets Corey, 
something in the troubled 
young man strikes a chord. 
As the pair grows closer, 
though, Strode is becoming 
increasingly concerned by a 
dark side of Corey that re- 
minds her of ... hmm, who 
could it be? ... it'll come to 
US. 
Speaking of Myers, of 
course he's back. We won't 
tell you where and how, but 
no one will be shocked, be- 
cause it always comes down 
to the last 20 minutes or so 
of epic, biblical confronta- 
tion between him and 
Strode. 
Obviously.
